Berlin, April 26.—Today marked the 
centennial anniversary of the birth of 
Alfred Krupp who, while he was not 
the actual founder of the great Krupp 
gun works, was the one who gave the 
works their 
international 
character 
ttnd at the time of 
his 
death 
was 
Germ any’s 
greatest 
m anufacturer 
The father of Alfred Krupp 
was 
a 
small blacksmith at Essen. Alfred in­ 
herited the family iron forge, employ 
ing three men, and which had been 
in operation since 1810, 
and 
he 
a 
once set about enlarging tin- business 
but 
had 
no 
money 
or 
powerful 
friends, and his progress 
was 
slow 
He decided to take advantage of ii 
He had made important discoveries 
in the casting 
of 
large 
masses 
o 
Bessemer steel, which had been an 
insurmountable task previous to his 
time. The exhibit he sent to the Lon­ 
don exposition fairly astonished the 
world, being a block weighing forty­ 
five German quintals. It at once es­ 
tablished his reputation. 


The making 
of 
heavy 
ordnance. 
which has made the name of Krupi 
famous the world over, was ar firs! 
not a prominent part of the busi 
ness. But soon general foundry work 
and the malting of small arm s be­ 
gan to take second place at Essen 
as heavy steel siege guns and arm or 
plate demanded more and more a t­ 
tention. During the past 
half cen­ 
tury Krupp ordnance has roared all 
o \er the world. The huge guns wit I 
which the Germ ans poured shells in 
to Paris during the siege were made 
at Essen. Some of the guns that fil­ 
ed at Dewey’8 squadron 
at 
Manila 
(am e trom there. All European na­ 
tions purchased guns there, France 
alone exception, for since the Franco- 
Prussian war the K nippa 
have 
re­ 
fused to make guns for France. 


As the business grew collateral in­ 
dustries developed, and Essen, which 
had been a tiny village, expanded in­ 
to a large city.
